The cause of the disaster was most 
peculiar. 
A small building, about 1<ix 
20, burned down at the mouth of the 
mine. 
The air shaft from the work­ 
ings to the surface, some distance In 
the mine, acted as a sort of Hue and 
drew into the drift the heat and 
smoke from the Are, thus suffocating 
the men, whose esoapo was shut off 
by the Are at the opening. 
People attracted by the fire carried 
water from the river and fought the 
blaze until it was finally gotten under 
control. 
Superintendent Roberts and 
Robert Lynn, superintendent of No. 4 
brick works, then entered the mine 
and returned with the body of Mereno. 
A second trip resulted In the rescue of 
Norsuk'g remains. 
They were then 
joined by other persons and the five 
other bodiea were found. 
Going fur­ 
ther into the mine they secured Hall, 
Belton. Langan, 
Ornoifko, Gazzarlch 
and Vlniski, and assisted them to the 
main entrance, where they were re­ 
suscitated 
by 
physicians, 
although 
their condition is critical. 
'Hie other 
miners were then found and brought 
to the entrance unhurt. 
Felton is the most seriously burned. 
'Hie others are suffering from inhaling 
smoke and from exposure, the physi 
clans being required to treat them on 
the river bank. 
The belies of the 
dead were taken to the undertaking 
eatabllshment of J. L. Bonn in Bolivar 
and were prepared for burial. 
Coroner Davis of Indiana county has 
arrived in Bolivar, but has not yet set 
the date for the inquest, which will In 
all likelihood be held at Johnstown. 
All the Victims of the disaster lived 
at Bolivar. 
The disaster Is the first to occur In 
the 50 y»*ars" history of the Reese- 
Hammond company 
Mine Inspector 
Chauncey B. Ross of Greensburg of 
the second bituminous district was no­ 
tified and has gone to Bolivar.
